With suitable arrangements for light, 
they give an additional room, and for summer use 
they are simply perfection.

An important item in house fittings is the heating 
apparatus, as upon its perfect working and reliable 
heat supply much of the comfort of the family de- 
pends.

interior of the dwelling. It is estimated that seven- 
eights of all the heat produced by the ordinary coal 
grate passes out at the chimney. Edwin A. Jackson 
& Bro. have just put upon the market a new form 
of grate that for utility and beauty is superior to any 
thing we have yet examined. It consists of the entire 
body of a fire receptacle that fills the chimney open- 
ing, leaving no space for air or draft behind it. The 
back is double, the space between the two portions 
of the back serving as an air chamber, where cold air 
is brought in and after heating is poured into the 
room through openings in the face of the grate. It 
is altogether sensible, practical and will evidently 
effect a great saving in the heat that ordinarily is 
wasted. In addition to this grate there is a new ash 
pan for use in houses where ash pits lead to the cellar 
below. This pan has a trap, that when raised allows 
the contents to drop out almost immediately, the trap 
falling by its own weight and preventing any upward 
draft that might send dust and ashes into the room. 
The finish and general appearance of the Jackson 

frate when set is of the highest order of elegance, 
ome of the more expensive patterns have columns 
of fine Mexican onyx and tile set into the face of the 
frame work. A specially interesting grate is one that 
will not rust. The statement is made that the iron 
frame is so perfectly oxidized that it might be 
dropped in sea water and remain there for months 
without injury or showing signs of rust. The entire 
system and principle upon which these grates are 
constructed, commends itself to every Intelligent 
person.
